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GRABBING THAT 
$45,000,000. ; 

Several months ago, when it was first stated in Canadian 
newspapers that further aid was to be given the Canadian 
Northern by the Borden Government, a carefully worded “de- 
nial’? was issued by Hon. W. T. White, the Finance Minister. 
Jt was calculated to give the impression to the people that there 
was no truth whatever in the newspaper report, while, as a 
matter of fact, it left a loop-hole of which Mr. White could 
avail himself to escape the charge of having deliberately stated 
what was not true. Apparently it was intended to mislead 
ihe people, to lull them into quiescence, so that no public 
watchfulness or protests would interfere with the negotiations 
between the Government and Mackenzie and Mann. 

A little later, Government newspapers published “inspir- 
ed” despatches from Ottawa giving both Premier Borden and 
Mr. White as authority for the statement that no aid was to 
’e given the two millionaire railway magnates. In an article 
sent out from the Government press bureau in March a refer- 
ence was made to the report that a bond guarantee of some 
540,000,000 was to be given by the Cabinet and concerning 
the rumor this comment was made: “The Prime Minister him- 
self has taken notice of that statement in the Laurier press and 
has pronounced it ‘entirely inaccurate and unfounded.’ ” 

As if not content with such “denials” as these Premier 
Borden himself took occasion in the Commons to describe as 
a “tissue of falsehoods from beginning to end’? a newspaper 
article which declared that arrangements for further assistance 
for the Canadian Northern had been made between the Minis- 
try and Mackenzie and Mann. 

And then Premier Borden introduced legislation in the 
Commons to guarantee the bonds of the Canadian Northern 
to the huge amount of $45,000,000! : 

The “denials” which had been given have been proven 
untrustworthy. The people who had accepted the Govern- 
ment statements that no loan or guarantee was to be given 
Mackenzie and Mann know now that Canada’s credit is to be 
pledged for another $45,000,000 for the benefit of two rail- 
Way owners, 

Why the ‘denials’ were issued by the Government is 
fair subject for conjecture. The only reason seems to have 
been that suggested above—that it was desired to keep the 
people quiescent until the deal between the Ministers and the 
railway magnates was worked out in all its details. 

The Government was determined that its railway friends 
should have the assistance they desired at public expense. But 
the Ministers remembered the storm of protest aroused by 
their action of a year-ago in making a gift of nearly $16,000,- 
000 to Mackenzie and Mann from the public treasury. Appar- 
ently, therefore, they determined to keep the people in the 
dark until the present deal was virtually completed and thus 
to avoid the possibility of the game being spoiled by pressure 
brought to bear upon Conservative members by their con. 
stituents. 

From start to finish it has been a game for Mackenzie 
and Mann, 

The scheme was laid months ago. “Denials” misled the 
people and quieted their protests while the details were put in 
shape. 

The scheme has been carried almost to its completion. 
In a few days an obedient Government majority will carry 
through the deal by their votes in the Commons. 

It has been a game for the benefit. of Mackenzie and 
Mann, who helped Mr. Borden and his colleagues in the 1911!

Outside capital has 
poured In liberally so far, but the sec- 
ond strike will establish the existence 
of a huge.oll field and many more mil- 
lions of dollars will be forthcoming 
for development, 
California Men Interested 

Tt was learned on the market ves- 
terday that the men behind the syn- 
dicate which ts being formed, and 
which will control 500,000 acres of land, 
hail from Spokane, and also that 
James Sweeny, the well known Call- 
fornia miper and oll man, Is Interes- 
ted. 

Cunningham-Craig, the noted Bri- 
tish geologist, stated yesterday that it 
was his opinion that the well of the 
Pritish-Alberta  compjany—which Is 
down 1,520 feet—should cut into the 
oll bearing sands at a depth of from 
2,200 to 2,400 feet. 

Many of the capitalists here are 
complaining about the high prices he- 
ing asked for leases They declare 
that the majority of lease holders are 
exhorhbitant In their demands, and the 
fact that one man Is asking $2,000 per 
acre for land situated ten miles north 
of the Dingman well is quoted as an 
instance of the ridculous idea posses- 
sed*by some persons as to the value 
of thelr holdings.
